A Shark Caught by u tianu 

Among the diseoveries ref^ontly made 
in the ^reat Dead Sea of the West, ac- 
cording to an exchange, were some gi- 
ffantin oyster nhells more than six feet 
l(»n«f, eaeh pair of whieh once contained 
an animal that the average l)oy could 
not lift. To-day the only really larj;e 
siiell tish is of the clam family. Il is 
named THdaoin f/jV/as, a contemporary 
tellii us, and is found in the I'aeilic 
(^Icean, the len<;th of its life being sixty 
or seventy years. It grows imbedded 
in the eoral and is fa'^foned to the rocks 
by a eord called the byssus, which is so 
tough that it can be cut only wiih an 
ax. The shells themselves are six feet 
long, each valve weighing more than 
t>.V) pounds, while the animal part often 
weii^hs thirty or forty pounds. When 
alive the tridaena lies with its great 
valvea ajar, capturing any food that 
may j^ass within its seallopcrt ed^es. A 
shaik was once cau^tit in this way. 
Swimming along in search of focd* l^e 
unwarily ])assed in the door of th'^ <rro:it 
clamps house, his tnil rudely striking 
the animid. Like a tlash the tremend> 
ous jaws snapped tocretlier, s<pieezin<x 
the man-eater as if he were in a vise 
and rendering him utterly powerless. 
As the tide went down the shark's head 
appeared ab<)ve water, dashmg about 
and ohurniug op the sea. The h^ibbub 
attracted the attontion of soma lbieve«»

This great disaster ought to en- 
force a vivid and fruitful lesson upon the 
minds of the people of this State es- 
pecially. The reason fur this calamity in 
the Ohio Vall(\v is chiefly to be found in 
tlie destruction of the forests of the hills 
in Western New York, Pennsylvania and 
Western Virginia, where the headwaters 
of the Ohio are fed. That wt extent of 
hill country has been practically denuded 
of its trt'«'s and the consequence is that 
the heavy snows of the winter lie unpro- 
tected. Under the action of the sun and 
the rains of this season, instead of being 
very gradually melted, as they would 
have been had the forests been left 
standinjr, they melted and rushed down 
the valley of the Ohio in overwhelming 
force. This mighty and destructive flood 
ot tlie early spring will probably be fol- 
lowed during the heats of summer by a 
corresponding drouth and scarcity of 
water, under whose ellVcts ^he 01ii«> will 
become a shadowy, sluggish stream, of 
very little use for the purpose of naviga- 
tion or any other purjioso.

But, to 
speak corr.'cilv, it i>< ra*lie an applic i- 
lion of exist ng electric power than a 
new discoyery. Simply, the contrivnnce 
is an arrantrcnicnt fur the imnie«rntc 
stoppage o a ste m engine by merely 
pressing a button simil ir to those by 
\>h eh elertric bells or lin>-alaniis are 
sounded. 'J his bu ton may be pia; eii 
at any dis'ance from the ens^ne upon 
wlii( li it acts; and Mr. Tate proposes 
that a niiuiber of si ch buttons shoul I 
be dispersed Ihrougliout tho factory 
or elsewhere where the apparatus is in 
use.
